Tnx Chancellor of the Exchequer has taken time by 
the forelock, and published already his address to 
the electors of the county of Buckingham. As the 
Ministerial statements in both houses have already 
apprised us that the paltry and insignificant ques- 
tion of Reform is not that on which Ministers 
intend to go to the country, we naturally turn to this 
manifesto to tell us on what question they will. Mr. 
Disraeli is silent on the point. He presents his con- 
stituents with a neat synopsis of public affairs past, 
present, and to come; but that one public affair 
which to ordinary men might seem, above all 
others, to need elucidation, he leaves an 
Asian mystery. He states in a tone that 
sounds likc a complaint, that a Parliamentary ma- 
jority has availed itself of its numerical strength to 
embarrass her Majesty's Government. How her 
Majesty's (iovernment could be embarrassed if their 
opponents were a minority, or how being a majority, 
these opponents should be expected to avail them- 
selves only of their superiority in sense and argument, 
and not of their superiority in votes,.are points on 
which no explanation is vouchsafed. We are told 
that the Opposition consists of discordant sections, 
but this habitual discordance only proves the bad- 
ness of the bill which could unite all those 
sections in its condemnation. Mr. Disraeli adds 
that by a disingenuous mancuvre the discussion 
of the Government's measures was intercepted. We 


by “Government measures” is meant the defunct Re- 
form Dill, we are at a loss to understand in what 
sense its discussion was intercepted.

Mr. Disraeli goes on to say that “the moment is 
critical.” England has engaged to mediate between 
two great monarchs, and if possible to preserve for 
Europe the blessings of peace. It is necessary that 
the Queen’s Government should be supported by a 
patriotic Parliament. Her Majesty has been therefore 
advised to dissolve Parliament, and to “ recur to the 
sense of her people, so that those who may be entrusted 
with her Majesty's confidence may be enabled to 
conduct the Government with becoming authority.” 
On what unsophisticated Buckinghamshire swain will 
this transparent sophistry impose ? The simple mean- 
ing of it is, that Lord Malmesbury will have no 
weight in the approaching European Congress, unless 
it be known that he and his colleagues are supported 
by a majority iu Parliament. True enough. But does 
not Mr. Disraeli know well that the question of Hu- 
ropean peace or war will be settled before the new 
Parliament assembles ; and, secondly, that so sure as 
the country is thinking of the Reform Question so 
superciliously passed over in this Address, so sure 
will the supporters of the Government be found in 
a smaller minority in the next Parliament than they 
are in the present ?

rd PALMERSTON said that he took this oppor- 
tunity of explaining certain passages in his last speech 
on the Reform Bill. He had been accused by Lord 
Derby of unconstitutional conduct in questioning the 
prerogative of the Crown to dissolve Parliament. No 
one in his senses would have thought of calling in ques- 
tion the right of the Queen of taking such a course in 
accordance with her oonstitutional advisers. What 
were the facts? The public business happened to be in 
such a state that it would be thrown by a dissolution into 
utter confusion.

But while I do so I cannot help remarking 
that after a seven nights’ debate on this measure—a‘ter the 
friends of the noble lord had had the opportunity of exprese- 
ing their opinions on the subject, I have heard no single sen- 
tence or a single proposal dro from the noble lord or any 
one of his supporters, as to what sort of measure they were 
to propose in its stead.

In this state of 
fh ings it became a question whether the Government, havi 
had the advantage of this communication strongly 
upon them, would have been justified in availing themselves 
of the idea of the company and offering it to other parties to 
carry out. It was considered that those who had brought the 
scheme into a practical shape should have the advantage of 
carrying it out, and on all these grounds the present contract 
had been entered into. Communications had been addressed 
to the New York and Philadelphia companies, stating the 
reasons why this deviation from the usual course had been 
adopted, and he hoped the general result would be found per- 
fectly satisfactory. 

Colonel FRENCH stated the circumstances under which 
the Galway Company was formed. He believed that line was 
for the public advantage, and that the scheme had been 
carried out in opposition to the frowns of the great Liverpool 
menrchants 

Sir D. NORREYS said it seemed to him the arran ent 
made with this company was a hasty one. If the Govern- 
ment had simply announced that a communication should 
be established between some part of Ireland and America, 
self-interest would have led the mercantile community to 
have found the best mode of communication, and they would 
probably have established a far cheaper line than the present 


one. 

Mr. VANCE entirely approved ot the subsidy to this par- 
ticular line. Its importance had been clearly shown. It 
would give this country a weekly communication with 
Canada, and they would be able for the first timeto accom- 
plish the passage from Ireland to Newfoundland in about six 
days. For his part, he thonght there was no act of the pre- 
sent session which gave more general satisfaction than the 
subsidy to the Galway line. 

Mr. P, O’BRIEN said the measure adopted by the Go- 
vernment would be most useful, and of the greatest advan- 
tage to Ireland. The case was an exceptional one, and 
similar to that of the Atlantic electric cable ; and, after all, the 
sum required was inconsiderable. It was a question. upon 
which there should be no opposition. In his opinion the 
Government had conferred a great boon to the best interests 
of Ireland (hear). 

Mr. SPAIGHT rejoiced that the present was one of the 
many boons which the Government had conferred upon Ire- 
land. On the other hand, if the Government had thought it 
right to give a subsidy in such a case, they should have adopted 
the best means of securing the convenience of the public inter- 
ests of Ireland. In his opinion Galway was not the best 
town on the west coast of Ireland for starting a postal service 
to Americr. He deplored that the Government should have 
been induced to consider more particular interests than to 
consult the interests of the public. To show that Galway 
would be a bad place for the service, he might mention that 
for six months in the year it would be totally impossible to 
carry on the mail service with regularity and safety between 
that place and Newfoundland. He would entreat the Govern- 
ment to stay all further proceedings in the matter until the 
whole of it had been brought before the House of Commons. 

Mr, RICHARDSON thought it quite natural that an English 
member should look to the interests of Liverpool; but that 
Irish members should do so was not very patriotic. It had 
been said that Galway was almost unapproachable; and in 
consequence of that statement he had considered it his duty 
to go and inspect the port of Galway. He found upon in- 
quiry that a sum of 150,000/. would be sufficient to make the 
port of Galway such that the Great Eastern could enter the 


port. 

Mr. ROEBUCK regarded this question in an Imperial 
point of view. It was always his desire to bring Ireland 
up to England (hear, hear). The object of the gentleman 
who had established this line of steamers was to benefit Ire- 
land without doing injury to * It was found that letters 
be taken from London to New York, by way of Galway, 24 
hours quicker than by way of Liverpool. That being the 
case, tenders had been made to the Government to take the 
mails by way of Galway, which the Government had accepted. 
Looking at it not merely as a matter of postal commu- 
nication, but as an imperial question, he approved of the 
course which the Government had taken. The Governmeht 
had used every precaution to ensure the efficieney of the ser- 
vice. He wi to look at the matter free from personal 
feelings, and he was sure that the house would judge of it in 
the same way, having regard solely to imperial considerations 
Every year they saw Ireland improving, and that improvement 
was chiefly to be effected by the introduction of English capital 
into the coun But when anything was attempted to im- 
prove the condition of the country, by whom was opposition 
made? By Irishmen. He called upon Irishmen to throw 
away these petty jealousies, and to unite together to advance 
the common interests of their country (hear, hear). 

Mr. F. RUSSELL could not help condemning the manner 
in which the Government had attem to out this con- 
tract. This company had done nothing to entitle it to such 
extraordinary favours at the hands of the Government. It 
was a mere speculation on the part of some English capitalists. 
This contract would entail an enormous ex upon the 
country, for most extensive altes ations improvements 
would be needed to make Galway such a port as it to 
be. ing like the works at Cherbourg would re- 
quired—(no, no)—and the country ought to suspend further 

ions until they know more about them (hear, hear). 

Mr. SULLIVAN said he had the authority of the ablest

A petty jury having been sworn, the trial of prisoners 
was proceeded with. 

Urrertne Base Cors.-— An elderly man, named John 
Doyle, was indicted for having, on the 19th of Februa 
last, at Bath-avenue, uttered a base florin, knowing it 
to be such, and for having, on the 16th of February, at 
Baggot-street, uttered a base shilling. 

Messrs. Smyly, Q.C., and Beytagh, prosecuted. The 
prisoner was undefended. 

Mr. M‘Cormack, grocer in Bath-avenue, deposed that 
on the 19th of February last the prisoner came into his 
shop and tendered a florin in payment for some goods 
which he had purchased. Witness, on examining the coin, 
perceived it was counterfeit. He interrogated the pri- 
soner as to how he became possessed of it, and was told 
by him that he received it from a gentleman in Kings- 
town, where he had been working as a labourer. He 
then immediately left the shop. A young lad, named 
Hunt, proved that the prisoner attempted to pass a base 
shilling at Mr. Hunt’s grocery establishment, in t- 
street. A silversmith, named Richardson, de to 
having examined the coins in question, and found them 
to be made of pewter, but were very good representa- 
tions. 

The jury convicted the prisoner, and Mr. Justice 
Keogh sentenced him to 12 months’ imprisonment with 
hard labour. 

On leaving the dock he loudly declared his innocence 
of the crime, and that he was perfectly satisfied to un- 
dergo the punishment. 

A respectable man, named Edward Toole, appeared at 
the traversers’ bar and pleaded guilty to a charge of 
uttering forged bills of exchange on the Hibernian Bank. 

Mr. Curran, who appeared on behalf of the prisoner, 
stated that he (the accused) had acted under a most ex- 
traordinary delusion. The directors of the bank had 
come to the conclusion that the prisoner had not the 
remotest idea of defrauding the bank. There were gen- 
tlemen of the highest respectability in court, who would 
give the prisoner the highest character ; and, under the 
circumstances of the case, he would ask the court to 
allow the prisoner to stand out on his recognizances. 

Mr. Cofley, on the part of the Bank, stated that the 
Directors had acted in the matter merely from a sense 
of duty to the public. They were of opinion that the 
ends of justice were sufficiently answered by the ex- 
posure of the case, and he (Mr. Coffey) would not object 
to the course suggested by prisoner’s counsel. 

Baron Greene said the oflence was a very serious one, 
but, under the circumstances stated, the prisoner ap- 
pearing to have acted under a delusion, he would allow 
him to stand out on his recognizance in £100 to 
when called on. ‘The information with regard to those 
bills appeared to have been given to the Bank by the 
prisoner himself.
